Ye May Bear 
Good Fruit

My subject is found in the book of 
St. John the 15th chapter and the Ist 
and 2d verses and reads like this, “I 
am the true vine, and my Father is 
the husbandman. Every branch in me 
that beareth not fruit he taketh away: 
and every branch that beareth fruit, 
he purgeth it, that it may bring forth 
more fruit.” 

It is no wonder that Jesus said, 
“Abide in the vine”. There is no other 
way to make a home run for Heaven 
except we abide in Jesus, the true 
vine. Jesus said, “I am the vine, ye 
are the branches: He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same bringeth 
forth much fruit: for without me ye 
ean do nothing.” St. John 15:5. 

So to-day the children of God must 
abide in the vine if they ever meet 
God in peace. If we abide in Him we 
can bring light to men and women 
who are in darkness, by bringing 
kind words and soft answers. This is 
some of the fruit that Jesus is teach- 
ing in St. John 15:1,2. Jesus also says 
in St, John 15:4, “Abide in me, and I 
in you. As a branch cannot bear fruit 
of itself, except it abide in the vine; 
No more can ye, except ye abide in 
me.” We see clearly that we can do 
nothing except we abide in Jesus, the 
Son of God, which is the true vine. 

The saints of the most high God 
must abide in the vine and walk in 
every ray of lignt that shines upon 
their pathway, then the unsaved part 
of the world would have to say, “Sure- 
ly these are people of God.” We find 
in St. John 15:8 these words, “Herein 
is my Father glorified, that ye bear 
much fruit; so shall ye be my disci- 
ples.” We are not deceived in any- 
thing if we are real children of God, 
and if we are true children of God we 
will bear good fruit. We find in Matt. 
7:16, “Ye shall know them by their 
fruits.” We also find these words re- 
corded in the Word of God, “Even so 
every good tree bringeth forth good 
fruit; but a corrupt tree bringeth 
forth evil fruit. A good tree cannot 
bring forth evil fruit, neither can a 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit.” 
Matt. 7:17,18. 

If we continue in the love of Jesus, 
we will bear good fruits and lead souls 
to Christ, the Son of God. Jesus says, 
“As the father hath loved me, so have 
I loved you; continue ye in my love.” 
John, 15:9. You will find recorded in 
Psa, 133, these words, “Behold how 
good and how pleasant it is for breth- 
ren to dwell together in unity.” Now 
if we bear fruit, we must abide in the 
vine, that Christ may be glorified.

Sunday School is a school of religious 
instructions on the Lord’s day, €8- 
pecially for children. School in a 
broad sense includes both religious 
‘and domestic instructions, however 
in the early periods was merely 
taught by the parents and its charac- 
ter was largely religious. So by this 
time we can all see that it is a very 
important organization, a very im- 
portant place for training children in 
the Word of God and is in accordance 
with the Word of God. (See text.) 

First we will notice the old Testa- 
ment Sunday School. Before the Baba- 
lonian captivity no such thing as a 
Sunday School had ever been taught. 
They had even lost the law. For years 
the nation knew nothing of the law 
whatsoever, but under the reign ‘of

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The Arrest of Christ

Matt. 20:18, 19. 

“Behold we go up to Jerusalem; and 
the son of man shall be betrayed .un- 
to the high priests and unto the 
scribes, and they shall condemn him 
to death, and shali deliver him unto 
the Gentiles to mock, and to scourge, 
and to crucify.” 

Christ was about to go up to Jeru- 
salem with His disciples, and He took 
them apart in the way and revealed 
unto them the secret of His suffer- 
ing and death which was to be ac- 
complished at Jerusalem. He began 
by saying, Behold we go up to Jeru- 
salem, and then He proceeds to relate 
the awful tragedy of the nearing fu- 
ture. At this time Christ had been be- 
fore the eyes and minds of the peo- 
ple for more than three years, preach- 
ing the Gospel over Judea, Galilee, 
Samaria and Pera, healing all man- 
ner of diseases, casting out devils, un- 
stopping the deaf ears, making the 
blind eyes to see, raising the dead 
and doing good unto the poor. He 
was the central thought and conver- 
sation of the people throughout the 
country; those who had seen Him 
were telling others about His mighty 
deeds, and those who had never seen 
Him were seeking opportunity and 
making inquiry in regard to His mi- 
raculous power and whereabouts. 

Six days before the Passover He is 
found at Bethany in the home of Laz- 
arus whom He had raised from. the 
dead. It was at this time that Mary 
took a pound of very costly ointment 
of spikenard, and anointed His feet 
and wiped them with her hair, and it 
seemed to be about the next day when 
the people who had come up to Jeru- 
salem for the feast heard that Jesus 
was coming into the city. 

His Entrance Into Jerusalem And 
Course Pursued Before Arrest 
For some time He nad been the 
most prominent figure in Palestine, 
and as the people who came from far 
away lands to Jerusalem to worship 
at the feast, heard much about Him, 
and they all seemed to be desirous to 
see Him, so as He came riding into 
the city upon the ass colt, many 
went forth to meet Him, and strewed 
branches of palm trees in His way 
and cried with loud voices, Hosanna, 
blessed is the King of Israel that com- 
eth in the name of the Lord, and 
some of them even took their gar- 
ments from their backs and laid them 
in the road that the beast on which 
He rode might walk over them. They 
went before and behind Him, and on 
either side, shouting praises unto His 
name, expecting that immediately af- 
ter entering the city, He would be 
crowned and set upon the throne of 
David, but alas, it was only His fol- 
lowers and those who believed on 
Him who could see this glorious vis- 
ion which proved to be in vain. The 
men at the head of the political af- 
fairs of the nation, did not believe in 
Christ and would not accept Him as 
their king, therefore instead of the 
temple being cleansed, and the throne 
prepared for His ascention, the temple 
was polluted with money changers 

and traders. 

The Council of the Chief Priests 

And Elders 

The chief priests and elders and 
high priests who should have had all 
things prepared and ready to greet 
Him with a hearty and honorable re- 
ception, were gathered in Caiaphas’ 
palace to lay plans for His arrest 
and execution, but it seemed to be 
quite a complicated affair unto them. 
The feast day is now at hand and to 
take Him at this special time when so 
many people are in Jerusalem, would 
cause a great uproar among the peo- 
ple, and to let this opportunity pass 
they did not know where He might 
slip out to after the feast, for they 
knew He was always in Jerusalem on 
feast days, so the council seemed to 
adjourn without any definite plans or 
set time. About the time they were 
adjourning or at some other time, one 
of the twelve, called Judas Iscariot, 
came unto the chief priests, and said 
unto them, what will you give me 
and I will deliver Him unto you? 
They covenanted with him for thirty 
pieces of silver. Paul said, the love of 


money is the root of all evil, but sure- 
ly it was not the love of money that 
caused Judas to sell his Lord, he had 
been treasurer and doubtless could 





have escaped many times with more 
money than that, but the time had 
come for all things concerning the 
Christ to be fulfilled, and Judas took 
the thirty pieces of silver, and from 
that time sought opportunity to be 
tray Him. 

Christ In The Room of The 

Holy Supper j 

He has now sent two of His dis- 
ciples to prepare for Him to take the 
last passover in a large upper room, 
and it is here where He institutes the 
Lord’s Supper and washes His  dis- 
ciples’ feet, and reveals the fact that 
one of them wii betray <im. This 
was doubtless like a thunderbolt out 
of a clear sky to eleven of them, and 
they all with one accord, began to 
wonder who it was that would turn 
traitor and deliver their Lord into the 
hands of sinners. Each of the eleven 
felt assured that they would not do 
it, so some of them, if not all, pledged 
themselves to stand by Him’ even 
thru death, but this pledge did not 
revive the Spirit of Christ, knowing 
that their spirit was willing but the 
flesh was weak. With a heart full of 
love and sympathy for the poor brok- 
en hearted disciples, He began to 
speak words of comfort unto them, 
saying, let not your heart be troubled, 
if ye believe in God, believe also in 
me. In my Father’s house are many 
mansions, if it were not so, I would 
have told you, I go to prepare a place 
for YOU, and if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again and 


receive you unto myself, that where 


YI am, there ye may be also; and with 
many words did He exhort and com- 
fort them, knowing that His earthly 
mission was fast coming to a close, 
and that He would soon suffer the 
penalty of death. The light of His last 
day’s freedom upon the earth is now 
growing dim, and the shades of the 
night of death are fastly approaching. 
Then we hear the voice of Christ with 
His disciples echoing the last time 
together in some old familiar hymn, 
They depart out of the room of the 
holy supper and cross over the brook 
Jordan and proceed on to the foot of 
Mt. Olivet about one half or three- 
quarters or an English mile from the 
walls of Jerusalem where was a gar- 
den called Gethsemane, or it might be 
better spoken of as an orchard of 
olives, figs, and pomegranates which 
doubtless invited resort by their hos- 
pitable shade. 
Christ In The Garden 

From the four Gospels, Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John, we have good 
reasons to believe that Christ often 
resorted to this place of comfort with 
His disciples for rest and prayer. As 
they enter this time it seemed to be 
late bed time, and His disciples are 
heavy with sleep. He said unto them, 
sit here while I go yonder and pray, 
and He took with Him Peter, James 
and John, who seemed to have been 
the innercircle, and withdrew a little 
ways from the other disciples and be- 
gan to be very heavy and sorrowful. 
He said unto the three, my soul is 
exceeding sorrowful unto death, tarry 
ye here and watch with me, and He 
went a little farther and fell upon His 
face and lifted His voice to God and 
said, O Father, if it be possible let 
this cup pass, nevertheless not my 
will but thine be done. The sins of the 
world were upon Him and His burden 
was such as man had never before 
borne. It was all He could do to 
stand up under it. He would have re- 
joiced if the cup could have passed, 
but there were no possibilities that He 
could delight Himself in; the hour 
had come that all things must be ful- 
filled, and the price was to be paid 
with His death, but in His anxiety 
for the hour to soon pass, He asked 
His father to tet the cup pass, yet 
He voluntarily and willingly submit- 
ted to His own fate, that His fallen 
brethren might not perish, but have 
everlasting life. 

He arises from off His face and 
comes to His disciples, and finds them 
asleep. He said unto Peter, eould not 
you watch with me one hour? Oh 


the darkness that filled His life in 
that silent hour of night, Him know- 
ing the fatal future, and His disciples 
who had, just a few hours before, 
pledged themselves to go with Him 


even to death, have become so dis-

OF CHRIST

interested, and their love for their 
Master had so vanished, that they had 
ciosed their eyes in sleep, and left 
Him to batile along in the most try- 
ing hour of all His life. A thousand 
thoughts must have come to His mind, 
but not one suggestion that would re- 
lieve Him of His sufferings. In His 
deep and infinite love for His drowsy, 
sleepy disciples, He said, watch and 
pray that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion. The spirit indeed is willing, but 
the flesh is weak. Jesus knew that His 
disciples had loved Him, and really 
loved Him still, but they were so 
tired and sleepy from the worries of 
the day, that when they got still they 
fell asleep, seemingly unconscious of 
what was really taking place. 

The second time He _ departed 
from them and prayed again, saying 
about the same words, and doubtless 
many More with them. When He 
comes to them again, He finds them 
asleep as before, and Matthew said, 
He lifted them, which might have 
meant that He took hold of them and 
made them get up. Then He departs 
the third time and prays again, say- 
ing about the same words. Then com- 
eth He to His disciples the third time, 
and they are asleep. He said unto 
them, sleep on and take your rest, 
the Son of man is betrayed into the 
hands of sinners, rise, let us be going, 
behold He is at hand that doth be- 
tray me, 

No pen nor tongue can describe 
what passed that night, while the dis- 
ciples were sunk to the ground in 
sleep. About all they knew of it, was 
when the Christ came to them for 
consolation, the perspiration stood on 
His brow as great drops of blood, and 
that they were so sleepy they were 
unable to console Him. We can im- 
agine that their sleep went from them 
when they began to awake to the real- 
ities of the awful tragedy. 

The Arrest 

The chickens are now crowing for 
day and all other nature around Jeru- 
salem is quiet, but Judas who had 
been seeking opportunity to betray 
Him, might have slipped away while 
Jesus was praying and thé other dis- 
ciples slumbering, and was seen with 
a blood thirsty multitude with torch- 
es, swords and staves, creeping thru 
the shades of the olive trees, to be- 
tray and arrest the Redeemer of Is- 
rael. As they drew near, no one could 
describe the feeling that must have 
crept over Christ and His disciples 
while Judas and his crowd was fight- 
ing against their conscience, almost 
ready to collapse, but as they came 
nearer to Him, Jesus knowing for 
what intent they had come, said unto 
them, whom seek ye? They said, Je 
sus of Nazareth, and when Jesus had 
answered I am He, their hearts failed 
them and they went backwards and 
fell upon the ground. We cannot be- 
lieve that they proceeded with His ar- 
rest in darkness, or unaware of who 
they were really about to overpower 
and take without a cause, but they 
overruled their conscience, and push- 
ed aside a true lesson of reality that 
they had learned from personal ex- 
perience, and for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver Judas placed a kiss of betrayal 
upon His cheek, and said, hold Him 
fast. The mob with swords and staves, 
laid hold of Him as if He had been 
a great criminal and led Him away 
before Annas and Caiaphas. Arresting 
and taking the liberty of people is 
really a nerve wrecking undertaking, 
especially when one has risen up 
against the innocent as in this case, 
and we could not expect anything else 
only for their nerves and conscience 
to collapse, and their bodies to sink to 
the earth in weakness. Really I don’t 
believe there was a steady nerve in 
the garden that night, while Christ 
was not fearful about what man could 
do unto Him, but the worries of the 
terrible burdens of the sins of the 
world, and the physical and mental 
strain in prayer and strong crying 
unto His Father, reduced His physical 
strength to a very low degree, in fact, 
He would have fainted if the angels 
had not come and strengthened Him. 

His Disciples Forsake Him 

Only a few hours before this trage- 
dy in the room of the holy supper, the 
disciples had pawned their honor that 
they would stand by Him even thru 
death, but they did not have visions 
of the future as their Savior did, or 
they would undoubtedly refused to 
have spoken so boldly and quickly. 
The time had come for them to stand 
by their pledge, and that old dull, 
drowsy, sleeping feeling that had 
been holding them to the earth in 
sleep, was now gone and they stood 
in fear, trembling like a leaf. Peter

even in the most trying hours of life. 
Jesus and His disciples had suffered 
What might be termed light persecu- 
tions before this, but now the climax 
of the test has come, and after their 
nap instead of watching and praying, 
they were unable to bear the temp‘p- 
tion. If they had not already fled, 
When the mob led Jesus away they 
feli back into the dark and were scat- 
tered as sheep when their shepherd 
is smitten, 

Think of the forsaken Christ. One 
Who had been trusted with a part of | 
His ministry had sold Him for a few 
pieces of money, and betrayed Him 
into the hands of His very worst en- 
emies. Another whom He had _ so 
graciously loved, and had leaned upon 
his breast in the upper room, has 
now left Him and fallen back into the 
dark, Peter who was so determined 
to go all the way with Him, is fol- 
lowing afar off, and the balance is 
seattered to where, no one knows. So 
friendless and forsaken the Christ is 
led away by a mob of unmerciful 
Christ haters, to never enjoy liberty 
again. 

He Submits 

Christ humbly submits himself to 
the mercies of that howling mob of 
men, not to His own pleasure or bene- 
fits, but for the sake of those whom 
He loved, neither did He submit be- 
cause He had to for lack of sufficient 
power to resist them, for He could 
have summoned more than a legion 
of angels and thereby subdued the 
power of those wicked men, as the 
men of Sodom were smitten, but He 
had already prayed, not my will but 
thine be done, and it was clear to 
Him that it was expedient for Him 
to suffer these things, therefore He 
submitted, as a lamb led to the 
slaughter, and a. sheep before her 
shearer, There is no beast more hum- 
ble than a little lamb, or none that 
will submit to their own fate any 
sooner or willingly. When the dog or 
wolf gets hold of them, there is no 
fight; they submissively lie down and 
die to the pleasure of their enemy. It 
was with this kind of a disposition 
that Christ was possessed on the night 
of His arrest, as well as at other 
times, and remained in this same at- 
titude throughout His trial and exe- 
cution. 

The Unlawful Arrest 

In the council held by the chief 
priests and elders, they were not so 
much concerned about the laws of 
their land being enforced as_ they 
Were to get rid of Christ. Their whole 
plot and thought was to rid the coun- 
try of Him who was causing such an 
uproar among the people. When they 
had failed to find any charge, or plan 
of their own as to how they would 
take Him, the council seemed to have 
adjourned, or was at least in the act 
of adjourning, when Judas came in 
and laid before them the plan on 
which they could take Him. His ar- 
rest was not planned or carried out 
in any ways according to the laws of 
the Jews, or Romans either. In the 
first place, He, like Daniel, had com- 
mitted nothing offensive against the 
Roman, or the Jew. In fact, He was 
a law abiding citizen, and righteous 
in all His ways. He was not arrested 
for anything that He had done, but 
rather: because those wicked men 
wanted to get Him out of the way. 
Instead of being arrested actording to 
the laws of the country, He was ar- 
rested according to the plans of a 
traitor. There was no warrant issued, 
and at this time there is no record 
to show that the Romans had ever 
brought any objection to His doctrine 
or ways, any more than that they did 
not believe in the Jewish religion and 
customs, but the Jews were the first 
ones to object and the only people 
who laid any plans to get Him out 
of the country. There was no beam in 
the eye of Christ, or fault in His life. 
The beams, faults, and wickedness 
were all in the lives and hearts of 


those who were wanting to have Him 
killed. 


Now the desires of those ' wicked 
Jews had been accomplished so far, 
they had gone at the midnight hour 
and arrested Him, and the next thing 
is, how will we be successful in the 
trial? The judges of the Jews seem 
to be working in harmony with the 
chief priests and elders, they are 
awake between midnight and day- 
light, ready to try Him, so immedi- 
ately after His arrest He is rushed 
into the court of the Jews.

Joshua the law was found. 2 Chron. 
24:14-18. 
Second, the cause of the Babylon- 
jan captrvity. My dear people, there 
has never been a trouble, but what 
there was a reason for it. Hear the 
Prophet Hosea, “My people are de- 
stroyed for the lack of knowledge: be- 
cause thou hast rejected knowledge, I 
will also reject thee.” Hosea 4:6. Ig- 
norance and idolatry is the cause of 
their seventy years captivity in 
Babylon. 2 Chron. 36:14-21. 

‘Third, after the Babylonian captiv- 
ity. The Jews realized ignorance caus- 
ed their captivity and they saw there 
had to be a remedy to stop this ig- 
norance, so they began organizing 
Sunday Schools all over Palestine, 
organizing them in all countries 
where Jews were found in sufficient 
numbers to set one in order, fer the 
specific purpose of teaching and _ re- 
establishing God’s law in the hearts. 
of the Jews, building tabernacles and 
synagogues all over the country. It 
was not long until they had four hun- 
dred and eighty synagogues and Sun- 
day Schools in Palestine, besides oth- 
er countries. This school lasted until 
Christ. Christ, to my belief was a 
member of this Sabbath school. St. 
Luke 4:16-22. 


Fourth, results of the Old Testa- 
ment School. (1) It cured all Jew- 
ish idolatry, second the Jews have 
never worshipped idols since, third, 
it forever tied them to God. Although 
never able to interest many in Christ, 
they are yet true to that law taught 
by their Old Testament Sunday 
School, so listen to me dear readers, 
if a knowleage of the old law made 
them so loyal to God, a knowledge of 
the new law (the law of liberty) 
should make us as loyal to Christ. 
God help us to get all we can to at- 
tend Sunday School. Are you a mem- 
ber? 

(2). The New Testament School. 
(A). When the Church of God went 
under dark ages this wonderful or- 
ganization went with it. For over 
seventeen thousand years after Christ 
ignorance reigned and the church 
was ruined, but thank God, after so 
long a time, the light of liberty began 
to shine. In the year 1781 A. D. a man 
of God by the name of Robert Rakes 
founded the first New Testament 
Sunday School in Glocester, England. 
This school has been organized one 
hundred forty-seven years in 1928. It 
was organized in the most immoral 
district of that city in an old shack 
with the ceiling not seven feet high. 
It had a forenoon session to teach 
children to read and an afternoon ses- 
sion to teach the Bible. That commun- 
ity was so immoral that Mr. Rakes, 
the superintendent, would not allow 
his own children io attend. (My, we 
have the same thing existing under 
the stars and stripes of so-called 
Christian America to-day). That 
Sunday Schoor nas never missed a 
Sunday in the one hundred forty- 
seven years to have Sunday School. 
They have a record of every superin- 
tendent, officer, teacher and student 
who has ever attended this school. 
Well glory to God, I believe in the 
roll call, don’t you? 


(B). Some of the results of this 
school. (1) It has remade that part 
of the city. (2) It is now the best 
residental part of the city. (3) All 
modern Sunday Schools of today 
came from it. (4) For a long time 
about seventy-three percent of all 
Christian members who were added to 
the Protestant churches were saved in 
this scheol. (5) It was organized with 
/@ very small membership. Today from 
its power and progress there are about 
33,000,000 regular attendants in such 
schools every Lord’s day. Many more 
in America than other parts of the 
world. 

(C). The weakness in our present 
day Sunday School. (1) The most 
powerful one is allowing the children 
to leave at the end of the school an@d 


(2) It is killing their interest in the 
church. (3) And if it is not stopped 
the Sunday School will soon become 
the greatest enemy the church will 
have, (4) Children will think al) 
there is to Christianity is to be a 
member of some Sunday School, and 
will feel like the church means noth- 
ing to them. May God’s blessings rest 
and abide upon every mother and 
father who reads this subject, is the 
prayer of your humble servant. I will 
Say in conclusion that Sunday School 
means to the church what the moth- 
er’s lap does to the infant. The little 
infant would not fare well if it were 
not for mother’s lap to hold it. So it 
it with the church that doesn’t care 
for and nurse the Sunday School. An 
old saying, but a true one, show me 
a dead Sunday School and I will show 
you a dead church, and show me a 
live Sunday School and I will show 
you a live church. I believe that is 
good logic.
